Shoulder-fired  Multi-purpose  Assault  Weapons  (SMAW)  -  $4.7  million  is  requested  for  procurement  of  600  SMAW's 
urgently  needed  within  the  Infantry  units. 

9gn  Handgun  -  $2.0  million  Is  requested  to  replace  6053  of  the  current  service  pistols. 

Items  Lesi~than  $900,000  -  A  total  of  $1.5  million  is  requested  for  mortars.  Marine  Oorp  Rifle  Tteam  equip¬ 
ment,  explosive  ordnance  disposal  Items,  artillery  fire  control  equipment,  and  modifications  for  tracked 
vehicles  and  artillery  associated  equipment.

The  CP-1380  and  AN/PSC-2  funds  will  be  issued  to  the  Army  and 
Navy  respectively  to  accommodate  civilian  contractor  support  for 
systems  engineering,  i.e.,  mechanical  drawing,  engineering  change 
proposals  (ECP) ,  and  review  of  manuals  and  documentation.
